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No decision reached 
on phone hike request 


Battle lines were drawn between the City of 
Georgetown and General Telephone Company of 
the Southwest on Thursday, and now the two will 
get down to the confrontation over the com­ 
pany’s request for a 21 percent overall annual 
rate increase here. 
GenTel representatives Carl Kinslow, Wayne 
Goodrum, and Don Mc Wright presented the 
company ’s request at the special Council session 
and said they need to know by mid-April how 
much, if any of the request^he city; will grant. 
Dr. Jack Hopper, the city's rate consultant, 
said the telephone company earned “more than 
a fair rate of return” on its investment in the 
Georgetown - Ja r rell exchange over a 12-month 
period and advised the Council not to grant any 
increase at all 
After discussion Councilmen tabled the m atter 
until April 12. 
GENTEL IS SEEKING a $106,868 increase in 
annual operating revenues for service through 
the exchange. If granted, the new request might 
increase overall business rates 31 percent, 
overall residential rates 15 percent 
In explaining the rate hike request, McWright 
(a rate representative for the company) said, 
“We are in a jam , the same economic crunch 
every other business is in. Our only recourse is to 
you gentlemen. When you get down to brass 
tacks, it’s your responsibility to decide how 
much of our request we get.” 
The company contended that it needs the 
general 21 percent increase in order to raise the 
rate of return on its investment in physical 
properties for the local exchange from 6.76 
percent to 9.48 percent of investment. 
HOPPER, who was also the city’s consultant 
in a rate battle which dragged into court in 1975, 


said GenTel should earn no more than a 7.5 
percent return on its investment here. 
Noting that the company was granted a $64 OOO 
increase eleven months ago, Hopper said, "I 
think it’s proper that if you gave them a fair 
increase last time, twelve months is a far length 
of time to test them by. 
Normally,' he added, “a company asks for 
an increase when revenues are falling off and 
investments and expenses are going up. I don’t 
see |hat happening h e r^ nd I reco mmend the 
Council not grant any increase.” 
Goodrum, a legal representative for the 
company, contended that the increase is also 
needed in order to pay common stockholders a 15 
percent return on their investment. Hopper 
argued that the company has never paid more 
than 12.1 percent, and said that figure is high 
enough. 
“We live in the real world rather than the 
hypothetical world,” countered Goodrum. “A 
few months ago, our stock was selling below 
book value, and our financial advisors say we 
must have a 15 percent return on equity in­ 
vestment to attract the capital we need Our 
dilemma is not only whether we survive today 
but the rest of the year.” 
EACH SIDE presented a data package to back 
up its argum ent, and Hopper identified four 
areas in which he and the telephone company 
disagreed on the method which should be used to 
calculate relevant figures. 
After presentations concluded, Mayor D. W. 
Scott recommended the m atter be tabled until 
the next Council meeting April 12. “It seems to 
me that we’re entirely too far apart at this point, 
and I suggest the Council ask for more time to

A good many people would like to forget Mr. 
Nixon, but he has been ail over the front pages 
with his trip to China Somehow or other what 
he learned there, if anything, must be trans­ 
mitted to the avid State Department. 
What s going on in China7 - nobody know s

which could shift the triangular world balance 
by tilting back to Moscow, comes through a 
charge d ’affaires with no access to the top 
The Peking liaison mission has had no head 
Now Mr Ford is sending Thomas S. Gates.

It also'puts his name back into political 
debate. 
In the New Hampshire primary Mr. Ford 
unhappily thought for a while that the Nixon 
trip to China was hurting him. Most reporters 
disagreed, but it showed the presence of a 
strange issue. 
The day before Mr. Nixon resigned Aug 8. 
1974, Mr Ford conferred with him for an 
hour 
In Mr 
Ford’s vice-presidential con 
firma!ion hearings he was asked if he would 
consider a possible pardon “ I do not think the 
public would stand for it,” he answered. The 
Watergate grand jury named Mr. Nixon k an 
unindicted co-conspirator in March 
The 
White House tapes of June 23. 1972, showed 
that he had known about the conspiracy all the 
time. 
In his book, “Game Plan for Disaster,” 
newsman Clark R. Mollenhoff, one-time spe­ 
cial counsel at the White House, recalls that IO 


days after taking office Mr Ford discussed 
amnesty for Vietnam war evaders, and that 
some commentators thought it forecast a 
Nixon pardon. What did his phrase mean 
about “throwing the weight of my presidency 
into the scales of justice on the side of 
leniency"? 
On Aug 22. the House Judiciary Committee 
issued its final devastating report on Water­ 
gate Criminal proceedings against Mr. Nixon 
seemed certain. But Senate minority leader 
Hugh Scott (R) of Pennsylvania thought the 
former 
President 
had 
been 
“punished 
enough.” 
Asked his intention on the Nixon matter at 
an Aug. 28, 1974, press conference, Mr. Ford 
was noncommittal. Next day he asked Con­ 
gress to appropriate $850,000 for presidential 
transition expenses, and for Mr. Nixon's 
$60,000-a-year pension and $96,000-a-year staff 
allowance with incidentals, through June 30, 
1975. 
Then on Sunday morning, Sept. 8, Mr. Ford 
announced a full and unconditional pardon. It 
covered all possible crimes, 1969-1974, with no 


admission of guilt required An agreement 
was simultaneously announced which gave 
Mr Nixon title to and custody of White House 
tapes and documents They would je trans­ 
ferred to California with joint control and 
access by Messrs Nixon and Ford for five 
years, after which they could be destroyed. 
There was a tremendous outcry. White 
House press secretary Gerald F terHorst 
resigned in protest, saying that it was unfair 
to pardon a former President while his 
subordinates went to jail. 
Congress rejected much of the Ford-Nixon 
agreement on tapes and money. Undoubtedly 
a criminal trial would have shaken the nation. 
On the other hand, should laws apply to the 
little and not to the big? 
Some of Mr Nixon’s staff are still in jail. 
Many Vietnam war evaders are still in exile. 
The Vietnam-Watergate trauma exerts subtle 
influences; probably it plays a part in presi­ 
dential candidates’ attack on the federal 
government. And while Mr. Ford seeks reno­ 
mination, former President Nixon is again in 
the spotlight.

Peril for rich transgressor 


We get cynical from time to time about American 
justice, accurately pointing out that the system has 
seemed to favor the wealthy over the poor. In recent 
years, however, we have observed an adjustment, as 
tax-funded programs made legal counsel available to 
those who would not have otherwise been able to af­ 
ford it. 
IN FACT, IT IS the middle-income group, earning 
too much for free legal help and not enough to pay for 
competent counsel, that has been coming off on the 
short end of the stick. 
But, now we see hard evidence—in the Patty Hearst 
trial — that it may soon become more hazardous for 
the wealthy transgressor to find simple justice than 
the middle or low income citizen. Why? Because 
jurors and judges feel the intense heat of public 
eyeballing 
and 
skepticism 
during 
the 
highly- 
publicized ti ials, such as the one recently completed 
in San Francisco. 
IN THE GOOD bad-old-days Papa Hearst could 
have arranged to “get his daughter off” with a slap- 
on-the-wrist. But, with TV and yelping newspapers 
looking on, the situation has changed, as Patty and her 
folks learned. 
The scene of the Hearst serial now shifts to Los 
Angeles, where she is to be tried on “more serious 
charges.’’

Since the end of World War II, 
we have rained dollars on the 
needy and thevgroedy alike The 
total economic and m ilitary aid 
has now reached a staggering 
$168 biniou This is the greatest 
financial fallout of all time 
The money lias gone to sup­ 
port opposite sides in the same 
war, to prop up corrupt dicta­ 
to rs, to u n d e rw rite n atio n s 
which hold us in outright con­ 
tem pt By the most conservative 
count, at least 34 m ilitary and 
civilian dictatorships around the 
world are on tile US welfare 
rolls. 
Take just one of them -- Ugan­ 
d a ’s Idi Amin He has expelled 
Am ericans from his country, de­ 
tained Peace Corps volunteers 
and sent insult mg telegram s to 
our presidents So what have we 
done about it7 Why. w e’ve 
rew arded him, of course, with 
more than $43 million. 
American aid has gone to UH 
nations and eight territo ries. 
Only about $18 billion have been 
paid back That s less than $1 
billion repaid for every $10 
billion paid out And some of the 


worst deadbeats are some of the 
world s most solvent nations. 
Millions are still owed to us, 
fo r e x a m p le , by th e o il 
sheikhdoms. Saudi Arabia has 
been piling up oil profits literally 
faster than it can spend the 
money. Yet the Saudis still owe 
us $38 million from the past. 
The shah of Iran has been 
aw ash in petroleum. He has 
squandered his oil millions on 
weapons, palaces and jewelry. 
But he still hasn’t paid $165 
million that he owes Washington 
This is an election year and 
our p o litic ia n s a re ra ilin g 
against government spending. It 
should he a good year, therefore, 
for foreign aid cuts. 
But 
politicians ap p arently 
aren’t paying any attention to 
their own speeches. America's 
B icentennial budget for the 
world is another whopping $4.7 
billion. And. as usual, the money 
will go to friend and foe, to the 
just and the unjust alike. 
H ere at home, m eanw hile, 
crim e is running ram pant, drug 
addiction has become epidemic, 
thousands are dying from cancer 
and heart disease These prob­ 
lems might be less troublesome if 
they could receive tile sam e a t­ 
tention we give foreign nations. 
Watch on Waste: The Navy, 
according to lasiders. has too 
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many tugboats. This has been 
confirmed by government ac­ 
countants who conducted a con­ 
fidential audit of the Navy’s 
m ultim illion-dollar tugboat 
operations. We have obtained a 
copy of their confidential report 
“During a recent survey of the 
Navy’s port service fleet opera­ 
tions,” it says, “we noted more 
tugboats are operated than can 
be economically justified.” The 
auditors claimed that more effi­ 
cient tugboat m anagem ent 
could save as much as $245,000 
at the Treasire Island, Calif., 
naval station alone 
— Restless bureaucrats also 
waste a lot (rf money trading of­ 
fices. It’s a never-ending game 
that might be called “musical of­ 
fices.” 
For exam p le, the Health 
R eso u rc es Admi ni st rat i on 
packed up and moved seven 
years ago to offices near the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health. The 
justification was that it needed 
to be closer to its parent agency. 
B u t 
n o w , 
t h e 
H e a l t h 
Resources Administration is 
preparing to move again to of­ 
fices some 15 miles away from 
the parent agency. A confiden­ 
tial document estim ates the 
move will require the employes 
to travel an extra 10,000 miles 
daily. That’s nearly two and a 
half million additional miles a 
year. 
A spokesman told us the move 
would cost $180,000 But our 
sources say it is more likely to 
run over $1 million, after all the 
relocation expenses are added 
up. 
The move, of course, is part of 
another game of “musical of­ 
fices ” Health Resources is mov­ 
ing into offices which the Navy 
is vacating The Navy people, in 
turn are moving to new offices 


IO miles away. 
M eanwhile, the Food and 
Drug Administration has its eye 
on the o ffices that H ealth 
Resources is vacating. In another 
seven years, they'll probably do 
it all over again 
- At Fort Lyons, Colo., the 
chief of the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration psychiatric hospital just 
spent $12,721.91 to fix up his liv­ 
ing quarters His name is James 
Parsons. He decided he needed 
new wallpaper, a paint job and 
new bathroom fixtures. So he 
spent the taxpayers’ money to 
spruce up his place. A spokes­ 
man said the renovations were 
authorized. 
C olby’s Cronies: The ap­ 
pointment of George Bush as the 
new CIA director stirred up a 
front-page controversy. But the 
public hasn’t heard a word about 
him since he disappeared into 
the bosom of the Central In­ 
telligence Agency. 
Our CIA sources tell us he has 
been hit by so many urgent prob­ 
lems every day that he hasn’t 
had time to catch his breath. The 
problems have been caused by 
the CIA revelations, which have 
had repercussions throughout 
the subterranean world of es­ 
pionage. A new crisis is dumped 
on Bush’s desk as fast as he gets 
rid of the old ones. 
But his biggest problem was 
caused by his predecessor, 
William Colby, who left his cro­ 
nies behind in the key jobs.

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New rent subsidy 
program under way 


Low and moderate -income Georgetown 
residents can now- apply for government help 
with rent, and local landlords can have their 
property considered for federal rent subsidies, 
through a new housing assistance program. 
Ernest Lincoln, Executive Director of the 
Georgetown Public Housing Authority, says the 
PHA has received $19,695 of rent subsidy funds it 
will administer, and is ready to begin bringing 
prospective tenants and landlords together 
“ OI H GOAL,” said Lincoln, “ is to try to house 
low and moderate-income residents in safe, 
sanitary, and decent housing at reasonable 
rates.” 
The Georgetown PHA, he explained, is ad- 
^ ministering the new federal Section Eight 
Housing Assistance Payments Program, which 
provides that with individuals and families with 
less than certain incomes pay no more than 25 
percent of that income for decent housing. 
Enacted under an amendment to Section Eight 
of the national Housing Act of 1937, the program 
empowers the Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development (HUD) to find qualified 
housing and pay the balance of the rent after the 
tenant has contributed 15 to 25 percent of family 
income for rent. 
HUD provides guidelines to determine what 
annual incomes qualify applicants for rent help, 
and what rent rates are reasonable and meet 
“ lair market rental” for an area such as 
Georgetown. 
Lincoln says his goal is to have 27 units of 
existing Georgetown housing filled 
and 
operating under the Section Eight Program by 
the end of June, and a total of 37 units by the end 
of the year. 
SO FAR, he added, the PHA (located at 1702 
Hart St., 863-5565) has received eleven ap­ 
plications from prospective tenants and been 
approached by three landlords who want to enter 
property for consideration. 
Lincoln says the program offers definite ad­ 
vantages to both landlord and tenant. “ The 
tenant doesn’t have to take just anything thats 
shown, he explained, “ and the landlord doesn’t 
have to rent to just anyone who comes by under 
the program. It allows both some selectivity.” 


“Housing must meet city building standards 
and national building standards,” he continued, 
“and must have vented heating, though not 
necessarily air conditioning. The program helps 
insure that no tenant has to contribute more than 
25 percent of his income for standard housing.” 
AS IN CEN TIVE TO LANDLORDS, HUD not 
only helps pay monthly rent under Section Eight, 
but goes in on the security deposit. If a tenant

breaches a rental contract by moving out 
without giving 30 days notice. HUD will pay the 
landlord up to 80 percent of fair market rental for 
up to 60 days. 
The landlord does not have this guarantee 
with any person he leases to now,” said Lincoln, 
“and we think it offers a unique advantage under 
the program.” 
HI D requires that public housing authorities 
first seek existing housing in their market areas 
for rental, then go to rehabilitated housing, then 
to new- construction if neither of the first two 
categories satisfy demand. 
Lincoln says that in order to utilize existing 
housing to the fullest extent, he needs strong 
interest from landlords. 
“We need qualified existing housing to confirm 
for the program now,” he said. “ If landlords 
want to be eligible to rent their property under 
Section Eight, they need to get to the PHA office 
and get their names in the hat.” 
Lincoln explained that tenants who qualify for 
rent subsidy may stay in the housing they 
already rent if it qualifies for subsidy. 
TO A PPLY FOR H ELP, prospective tenants 
should bring several items with them when they 
go the housing authority to apply. 
These include a listing of family members and 
their birthdays and the head of the family’s 
Social Security number. 
Also, some verification of the source, rate, and 
type of annual family income (such as deposit 
slips for regular paycheccks, or paycheck 
stubs); a listing of assets or earnings on in­ 
vestments; and a statement of present living 
conditions. 
Following are.examples of HUD guidelines for 
eligible annual incomes and eligible rent rates:

At President Ford’s recent breakfast meet­ 
ing with a group of Washington correspon­ 
dents, the following exchange took place: 
Q. “ You have said that you think that the 
nomination of Senator Humphrey by the 
Democrats would produce a constructive, 
meaningful debate on national policy If you 
are nominated, would you be willing to engage 
in such a debate on television?” 
A. “ I have not yet made a decision on that 
matter ” 
Obviously Senator Humphrey or any other 
Democratic nominee would welcome such a 
debate. 
I believe that the American people would 
welcome it, as one good means of providing 
the basis for deciding how they w ill vote. 
Here are the reasons that such use of TV by 
the two nominees would be particularly 
valuable for the nation this year. 
To counter alienation. Every elected official 
knows that public distaste and distrust of 
government are pervasive and impair the 
effective functioning of the political process 
It would be a substantial contribution to 


dissolving that distrust to have the two 
presidential nominees engage in a direct, 
informative dialogue on the central issues at 
stake in the election. It would make a far more 
knowledgeable electorate than having the 
presidential candidates talking at each other 
at long distance at different times and rarely 
coming to grips with the honest differences 
between them. 
To counter lack of Interest. For many years 
there have been earnest party and nonpartisan 
efforts to "get out the vote.” The percentage 
of eligible American voters who go to the polls 
is lower than in any Western democracy We 
see on every hand a rising number of citizens 
who say they aren’t going to bother to vote this 
year 
There is good evidence that the Kennedy 
Nixon TV debates in 1960 greatly heightened 
nationwide public interest in the campaign 
and drew a higher percentage of Americans to 
the polls than in earlier presidential elections 
Debates this year would do 90 again and our 
democracy would be better for it. 


To sharpen the issues. TTiere is a good 


prospect that this year taues more than 
personality w ill dominate the campaign. 
There w ill almost certainly be a real choice 
between a cut-government, cut spending con­ 
servative philosophy and a more-govemment, 
more-spending, liberal philosophy. Face-to- 
face TV debates would greatly tfiarpen and 
clarify the alternative policies the candidates 
are advocating Such joint appearances bring 
their differing views into immediate and 
clearer focus. 
The debates need not have the same format 
as in 1960 It could be improved As a reporter 
who participated in one of the panels of the 
Kennedy Nixon debates, I would say that they 
would be better without the use of correspon­ 
dents 
But we ought not lose this instrument for 
strengthening the process of choosing the 
president. 
Unfortunately, there can be no such debates 
unless the equal-time provision of the TV- 
radio act is suspended by Congress President 
Ford’s support in the next few weeks w ill be 
essential

I am happy to report that some action has finally been taken to 
halt these rising gas prices The Lower Colorado River Authority 
board Thursday launched a probe of legal alternatives which could 
result in a class action suit against the Texas Railroad 
Commision 
The reasoning behind these probes is to force the Railroad 
Commision into a permanent determination on rates Lo-Vaca 
Gathering Company can charge its customers, including LCRA. 
Presently Lo-\aca has been operating under a three-year interim 
ruling that allowed the gathering company to charge customers the 
average cost it pays producers for gas plus a transportation 
charge of five cents per thousand cubic feet. Because of the order 
gas rates paid by Lo-Vaca customers, including LCRA, have 
increased to about nine times original contract prices making the 
consumer pay some of the highest rates in the nation. 


C h arles Herring, general manager of LCRA, explained that the 
current rate order because it is an interim measure, cannot be 
challenged before all administrative outlets have been exhausted. 
lr the order were permanent it could be tested in court. Most of the 
41 counties served by LCRA plan to take action in the court suit 
I certainly hope this action is effective in halting the rising gas 
prices for we cannot afford such ridiculous increases. As Texans 
we should feel somewhat assured since we are the largest 
producer of natural gas in the country. The opposite, however, is 
the case and until some type of consumer oriented regulation is set 
up, I am afraid these rising costs will continue. My appeal to the 
Governor to intervene in this Railroad Commission order fell to 
1 
thls LCRA suit Will prove effective. Texans 
laid one billion dollars more for utilities in 1975 than in 1974 and 
there is no telling how high this figure will go. 
The Comptroller. Bob Bullock, keeps insisting that we need to 
appropnate more money in order to be able to make ends meet in 
the state budget for the coming years. What we really need to do is 
analyze our present spending and appropriations and cut out some 
of the unnecessary spending now taking place, and the budget 
should show a nice surplus to boot. Priorities need to be 
established in state spending where the average citizen is not 
made to suffer as they do now with the exorbitant property taxes 
they are forced to pay.

There is too much air 
traffic in Austin for gliders to 
fly there safely.

And local members can enjoy 
flying after work during the 
summer, thanks to the daylight 
savings time change.

in­ 
terested in flying gliders, go out 
to the airport on any clear 
weekend and talk to club 
members 
about 
a 
demon­ 
stration ride. That’s what I did 
on a recent Sunday afternoon. 
E D D IE ROSS was instructing 
a 16-year-old member of the 
club on landings when I walked 
up taking pictures of them. Ross 
piloted Governor Price Daniel 
until “ we were voted out of 
office.” 
After watching several pilots 
take 
the 
plane 
out, 
Ross 
suggested a demonstration ride. 
Since I planned to take pictures, 
it was decided that Ross would 
do all the flying and I would stay 
free of the controls. 
Once we were firmly strapped 
in, one member of the club lifted 
the wing of the plane to balance 
it. Since there is only one wheel 
on a glider, the plane will tilt 
over and rest on a small wheel 
under the wing. 
AS SOON AS the sky was 
checked 
for 
traffic, 
Ross 
signaled the driver of the car to 
begin the tow 
Being towed by a car is 
similar to water skiing. 
The glider which is much 
lighter than powered planes at 
under a thousand pounds, took 
off in a short tow, at a speed of 
40 45 miles per hour. Unlike 
motored planes, gliders fly at 
slow 
speeds, 
norm ally 
averaging around 40-50 miles 
per hour and rarely going over 
90. 


When we reached an altitude 
of 800 feet, we released the rope. 
We were on our own. 
Now I realized what flight is 
all about Ross pointed out a 
hawk circling 
upward 
in 
a 
thermal (spot of warm air). 
“ To gain altitude, we have to 
find a lift (thermal) like that 
one, or we will have to land,” he 
said. 
To find a thermal, we must 
look for a plowed field, gravel 
pit, something which reflects 
heat. 
But to our dismay, the clouds 
cover the area and we lose 
altitude. 
A place to land is the first 
thing that pilots learn to look 
for, said Ross. 
So we begin our gentle turn 
back to the runway and down to 
earth. 
I think I ’ll go back up; maybe 
I ’ll see you there.

Inner Space is taking a new 
jirection: out. 
Construction on a nostalgic 
{eneral store to be located just 
lorth of present buildings near 
he cave opening began early 
his month. 
Architect Ron Bradshaw of 
he Architects Partnership, 
)allas. has tagged it “ Outside 
nner Space.” A copy of his 
)lans for the central building of 
projected 
old-fashioned 
rillage are shown above. 
“ We plan to have ultimately 
in entire village,” said Donald 
)uncan, 
president of Inner 
ipace, Inc. 
“ Right now we are going to 
tart with a general store and 
ith the blacksmith’s shop.” 
INNER SPACE Manager Jim 
rummett is building 
the 
lacksmith shop himself. 
“ He’s a good welder and 
uilder — he will probably be 
oing most of the work,” 
D u n can 
c o m p lim e n te d 
Brummett. “ It is going to look 
like a glorified goat shed: open 
on one side, closed on three. And 
it will have a sloping roof and a 
dirt floor,” 
The two men have spent 
months searching for old-time 
implements and furnishings for 
the first two village buildings to 
go up after several years of 
planning. 
“ This is a big vice, and here’s 
a 175-pound forge,” Duncan 
pointed out he hulking devices. 
“Keeps the coal going. And 
here’s a manual post drill; it 
will drill through iron or steel.” 
But they are anxious to find 
even more. 
‘So far we have an anvil and 
other blacksmith equipment, 
but we are looking for a drill- 
press, a line shaft and various 
blacksmith tools. We need a lot 
more stuff. Wouldn’t it be great 
to have a 1915 tractor parked 
out front?” Duncan asked. 
TVE HUNTED all over the 
cotton-picking 
county 
for 
blacksmith equipment; it will 
be a working blacksmith shop,” 
Brummett has determined. 
“ In the summer we expect to 
have a blacksmith out there 
shoeing horses two or three 
times a week,” Duncan agreed. 
“ And a sheep shearer, maybe 
Saturdays and Sundays during 
summers, shearing a sheep or 
goat maybe every hour or two, 
just so people can see what goes 
on. 
“ It will be authentic, and 
when it is not in operation it will 
be sort of like a museum.” 
N EITH ER the general store 
nor the projected village are 
officially named yet, although 
something 
like 
“ Duncan 
Brothers 
General 
Mer­ 
chandise” is a good bet for the 
old-fashioned structure now 
being built. 
“ We’re starting out with 
Duncan 
Brothers 
General 
Store, naming it after a store 
two old uncles of mine own in 
Wharton County because we 
copied their store. It’s the same 


general plan as theirs is built 
°n. 
on 
the 
plantation 
in 
Wharton. 
Duncan explained. 
We have projected in our 
minds a village of the period 
between about 1915 and 1940: 
when the wagon 
and 
the 
automobile went side by side, 
when the gasoline pump might 
very well have been an elevated 
type. Have you ever seen one of 
those? 
“The store is going to be 
fascinating — there’s a fan­ 
tastic fireplace six feet wide. 
THE RUSTIC cedar-paneled 
store, destined to be circled by a 
number of smaller stores as 
ideas and interest merit, will 
feature old-fashioned ceiling 
fans and a pressed tin roof, in 
addition 
to the 
fieldstone 
fireplace. 


Ceiling fans were finally 
located in California. 
The place is going to be air 
conditioned,” Duncan said, 
“ but we want it to look like 
we’re cooling it.” 
“ The drawback is the type of 
material we’re going to be 
using,” 
Brummett 
said, 
remembering the hours he has 
spent looking, pricing and, 
finally, buying. 
“Take the pressed metal 
ceiling. You don’t just go down 
to the lumberyard and buy that 
anymore. And cedar is getting 
scarce — it is hard to get. 
Material, probably especially 
right now, is bad — there is so 
much building going on it is a 
heck of a job just to get prices 
on material.” 
“ And definitely we’re going to 
have to expand our parking lot, 
the southern and western areas 
of the present lot. Last sum­ 
mer,” Brummett recalled, “ we 
didn t have near the parking 
facilities we needed.” 
INSIDE the store will feature 
boxed columns surrounding an 
antique display case. A “ great 
big wood front porch” will 
welcome browsers outside the 
building: “ The whole thing is 
going to be wood. It will be 
made of rough cedar boards 
stained to make them old,” said 
Duncan. 
A number 
of locally made 
and hard-to-find items will be 
featured at Duncan Brothers 
General Merchandise. 


“ We’re thinking of having 
things like a pickle barrel, 
locally made jams and jellies” 
— Duncan favors fig preserves 
and watermelon rind preserves 
— “ coffee beans to be ground at 
the store, calico aprons, home­ 
made molasses, and honey, oil 
lamps. . .” Duncan’s list of 
ideas grows long. 
“ You can buy these things, 
but nobody knows where: cast 
iron pots and pans, corncob 
pipes, rub boards and washtub 
and lye soap.” 
“ Washtubs, for instance,” 
added Brummett. “ You just 
don’t go down there and buy two 
number two or number three 
washtubs. And wooden barrels

Wooden barrels, as well as a 
few old wooden tobacco boxes — 
they’re slightly flatter and 
longer than those old cardboard 
cigae boxes, in case you weren’t 
a “ chewer” back then — are 
already waiting the projected 
midsummer opening, stored

The store will be a mixture of 
old-fashioned items — like the 
wooden barrels — scattered for 
atmosphere, plus old-fashioned 
items ready to be bought and 
enjoyed at home.

“ We will sell rawhide-bottom 
cane-type chairs — if we can get 
somebody who will put rawhide 
on them 
They last forever. 
When I was a kid every country 
kitchen had straight chairs with 
rawhide seats. I think we still 
have a few left at the ranch. 
“ And an old-time can opener 


— we re not going to have any 
electric ones And a coffee pot 
Not 
a 
peculator, 
not 
a 
dripulator: one of the kinds you 
just boil the water and pour in 
the coffee. 


“ W E D ESPER A T ELY want 
homemade patchwork quilts 
that we will buy and resell We 
are a ready-made market for 
those things, if some farm lady 
wants to make jellies to our 
specifications — not our recipe, 
our specifications. We want as 
many of those homemade 


things as we can get 
“ It has been an idea since the 
cave 
first 
started.” 
said 
Brummett. “ Not maybe in that 
particular sense, as a country 
store Original plans call for a 
motel out here. " Course, that 
was done away with a long time 
ago.*1

made, Duncan speculates on

The store, scheduled to be 
completed by midsummer, is 
being constructed by Harold

Phillips, 
contractors Ed Lawhon is air 
conditioning contractor and 
electrician. 
It will cover approximately 
1600 square feet, with an 800- 
square-foot second story.

EVERETTE L. WILLIAMS 
for School Board 


1. Schools are basically the responsibility of the 
local com m unity — local autonom y should prevail; 
how ever, it is recognized that escalatin g costs 
preclude all costs being borne on a 
local level. No longer is a student 
the product of any local com m unity 
but is a product of the State in a 
highly mobile society. I, therefore, 
believe that the State should finance 
education in a fashion that lim its the 
costs at the local level; yet gives the 
local setting the authority to operate 
its program based on the unique needs of the local dis­ 
trict. 


2. Vocational and academ ic education should not be 
in com petition with each other — there is a need for 
both in the lives of each student. Both should be includ­ 
ed in order to com prehensively provide for educational 
growth of each student. Both should be interrelated 
and every effort to expand the exploratory vocational- 
occupational study should be exercised — this should 
insure that there is understanding and appreciation for 
the value of both. 
3. A good teacher is one who values the contribution 
that each child can m ake to the learning experience, 
regardless of cultural or racial background. It is 
highly desirable to have teachers of all different 
backgrounds; 
but to establish racial balance of 
teachers on basis of student racial balance is illogical, 
for it is desirable to have teachers com m itted to 
longer periods of professional service to the system , 
recognizing that student racial balance can and does 
change in a short period of tim e. 
4 Teachers and adm inistrators should form a team 
who work in close harm ony for the benefits of all 
students 
The ad m in istratio n is responsible for 
organizing a program , selecting the best qualified 
staff, providing the organizational support system 
within which they work, and supporting them in every 
way possible to continuously upgrade the local 
educational program . Support should be determ ined 
through evaluative criteria and results therefrom . The 


teachers are responsible for being professionally loyal 
to the adm inistration (and vice versa) and for m ain­ 
taining dignity and self-im provem ent to becom e the 
m ost effective teacher possible. 


5. The school adm inistration should encourage 
teachers to be an active professional — should en­ 
courage participation in professional organizations but 
in no way should coerce m em bership nor lim it p a r­ 
ticipation. Participants should recognize that the im ­ 
portance of associational activities is realized only 
when these organizatipns rem ain dedicated to the 
professional grow th of a 
teach er ra th e r than 
organizational activities for personal benefits. 
6. Discipline is essential to a good learning environ­ 
m ent. Rules should be known; policies should be in 
place; logic should be followed in the adm inistration of 
discipline within the school. Peripheral issues as hair 
and dress codes are not of m ajor im portance to m ain­ 
taining good discipline but becomes im portant when 
the adults cause them to be an issue. When a dis­ 
ciplinary situation occurs, frustration exists, thus re­ 
quiring logical reasoning for applied discipline to be 
understood and value derived from it — discipline is 
not for control of others — it is for corrective benefits 
of persons involved. 
7. Women in athletics is im portant — in today’s 
society, women have a different role and are recogniz­ 
ed more. There should be a regular com parable 
program for girls in the school just as there is for boys. 
Applying Title IX regulations gets into the enforce­ 
m ent issue and I doubt the wisdom of extending ex ter­ 
nal enforcem ent procedures into the school. I do feel, 
however, that the B oard’s policies should equitably 
regard both m ale and fem ale opportunities in the 
program . 


8 Public school education should be geared to 
developing those experiences to have transitional 
value for adult life and have a carry over value in the 
adult world. Com petitive athletics should only be one 
aspect of physical developm ent, and em phasis should 
be given to “ life-tim e sports" in order to expand 
recreational interests, m axim ize participation, and 
ensure that those things learned can also be continued 
in recreational enjoym ent in later life. 
9. I am of the opinion that the State needs a different 
tax structure for financing public school education. 
However. I would like to refrain from passing value 
judgm ent on this all im portant issue at this tim e; 
maybe later, when m ore research has been done. 
10. 
The Attorney G eneral is the S tate’s Legal 
Counsel — his opinion has the effect of law. Since the 
school board is charged with the local schools com ply­ 
ing with all applicable state laws, it would be proper 
for the board to abide by the opinion of the Attorney 
G eneral regarding fees. A fter all, the opinion ad­ 
dresses a much m ore fundam ental issue — that of the 
constitutional guarantee of an efficient free public 
school. If education is to m eet the needs of all youth, 
guarantee educational opportunity on an equitable 
basis, then the public and school board should deter­ 
m ine w hat is really essential to the learning of the 
child. 


11. The Speaker of the House of R epresentatives has 
proposed the elim ination of the 12th grade in an effort 
to reduce the overall costs of public education to the 
state. G ranted resources are lim ited; but if the total 
experience of educating youth is lim ited and the 12th 
grade is reduced, then should the 12th grade be 
elim inated from the program ? To view education as 
the panacea for all things is erroneous; and to consider 
that education is too expensive and thus should not be 
supported, is illogical. The right of the legislative 
policy-making body to determ ine the laws to govern 
education exists, but for a determ ination to be m ade 
on a reduced costs of operations should be critically 
examined. 
12. As a board m em ber, I should be knowledgeable to 
all policies and adm inistrative regulations. I should be 
a m em ber of the State School Board Association and 
should participate in regional workshops and other ac­ 
tivities of the association. I should m aintain current 
readings in the field, m aintain open com m unications 
with the public, recognize that as a single m em ber of 
the board I have no authority to act unilaterally but to 
convey objectively, understanding, and concern for 
any issue to be thoroughly studied prior to an action 
taken. 
13 Yes. The linguistically different child requires 
differing techniques for instruction It is logical to 
capitalize in the language of the child to begin his 
education so that the child feels accepted and m ore 
successful in his initial school experience. Transition 
to English should begin as soon as practical and ex­ 
panded throughout the studies in the school.

I Both state and local governm ents have a respon­ 
sibility to educate our youth. I 
hestitate to put a percentage of 
sharing, for proportionate shares 
should be based on need and the dis­ 
trict s ability to fund educational 
program s. It should be the sta te ’s 
prim ary concern and function to 
provide a basic, quality education 
for every student in the state, as 
nearly equal as possible, with local 
funding supplem entation. Improved program s should 
then lie with the local districts in cooperation with the 
state and depending upon availability, need and 
fa c ilitie s. P e rc e n ta g e s of p a rtic ip a tio n would 
therefore vary. 
2 Academic and vocational program s need to be 
related and balanced. I am inclined, particularly in the 
lirst eight grades, to place greater em phasis on a solid 
academ ic program . Regardless of the individual's oc­ 
cupation or vocation there rem ains a need for a sound, 
basic academ ic foundation. Reading, w riting and 
arithm etic are necessary for functioning in our soci­ 
ety. The academ ic and vocational program s m ust be 
sensibly balanced to com plim ent each other and offer 
the advantages of each to all students. 
3 As long as satisfactory teachers a re available. I 
would advocate a racial balance It could be unjust to 
the students to m aintain a racial balance, either way, 
solely tor the sake of racial balance. E ducating our 
youth is and should have priority. I would seek the 
balance in hiring teachers and attem pt to give every 
benefit of the doubt, but I am not inclined to simply 
hire an adequate person of any race, color or creed to 
achieve that balance, if and when an obviously 
superior teacher was available. 
4 I am not entirely satisfied with the teacher and ad­ 
m inistration relationships. There are som e poor 
relationship carryovers from prior years, som e of 
which are fictitious and some from m isunderstan­ 
dings. Teachers and adm inistrators need to be cogni­ 
zant of the other's goals, needs and responsibilities and 
strive for positive attitudes and professional coopera- 
tion r e g a rd le s s of p e rs o n a l d if fe r e n c e s and 
philosophies The adm instration^ role should be one of 
carrying out the board s policies and presenting 
reasonable guidelines for teachers to follow.

This icurriculum! is an area that con­ 
tinuously needs upgrading and should always be a top 
priority of the school board I promise to work toward 
the goal of achieving academic excellence in ALL 
phases of the curriculum “ 
3 Ideally, the total staff i professional and 
paraprofessional! should reflect the racial balance of 
students in the school 
system, but this is almost an 
impossibility. Futhermore, school districts all over 
the state are finding it difficult to recruit sufficient 
numbers of minority professional staff members in 
order to achieve this racial balance Therefore, the 
board must depend upon the school administration for 
recommendations 
4 I do not know the cu rre n t status of the 
relationships that exist between teachers and ad­ 
m inistrators 
However. I believe there should be 
school board-staff relationships" whereby we have a 
direct communication between representatives of a 
local teacher organization and the board which is now 
legally referred to as “ professional consultation " The 
Handbook for Texas School Board Members defines 
professional consultation" as “ an established 
procedure which can be recognized by the school 
board, bv the superintendent, and bv the local 
professional association as an effective way to con­ 
tribute to the improvement of education " 
5 The board appoints a superintendent of schools 
and designates this person as the professional leader 


of the faculty It is the superintendent s duty to be in 
r barge of the administration and supervision of the 
«ichooi system including the responsibility of serving 
as the professional leader of the faculty 
The 
superintendent presents for approval by the board a 
desirable plan regarding professional meetings to be 
attended by the faculty members, delegates to be sent, 
and part or all of the expenses to be paid by the board 
At the present time I am not aware of any ‘ serious 
discipline 
problems and it would be inappropriate to 
make any further comment The board drawing its 
support from the citizens, must adlopt policies to 
assure the adm inistrators and teachers that we want 
good and strong discipline in our school system 
Since the hair code has been a source of discontent 
on the part of the students. I would like to see this issue 
resolved According to the Manual of Policies of the 
Georgetown Board of Trustees, 
policies may be in­ 
itiated by the general public within the school dis­ 
trict ' 
7 Football, baseball and golf are the only sports not 
available to girls that are available to the boys in 
Georgetown High School on a competitive basis If the 
University Interscholastic League adds any other 
athletic contest to its list of events, then I would favor 
our school s participation provided there would be suf­ 
ficient interest to justify the cost of the athletic con­ 
test 
8 Yes. I think greater emphasis should be placed on 
recreational life-time sports so young people will 
make better use of their leisure time which undoubted- 
ly will increase with shorter work weeks As far as 
teaching these sports in the physical education 
curriculum, a study should be made to determine 
priorities and needs with recommendations from the 
staff on ways to implement the program The board 
•vould consider them and take appropriate action 
Competitively speaking, we should provide qualified 
coaches for those students who wish to excel to a 
greater degree in the recreational life-time sports, 
such as tennis, golf. swimming, etc 
9 Even though I believe the ad valorem tax is an un­ 
fair method of taxation, the state law authorizes the 
board to “ levy. and cause to be assessed and collected, 
annual ad valorem taxes for the further maintenance 
of public free schools in the district 
." Therefore, it 
is my personal opinion that appraisal of agricultural 
land should be based on the production value and not 
on m arket sale value However, the current law re­ 
quires all real property to be appraised on market sale 
value and the board must operate within a framework 
of statutes, court decisions, and Attorney General 
decisions that are applicable

IO In my announcement. I stated 
I am in agree­ 
ment with Attorney General John Hill s ruling that all 
curricular fees previously charged to students should 
be paid by the local school district. " By curricular or 
co-curricular fees. I am referring to the cost of 
workbooks, laboratory manuals, etc that are deemed 
necessary for all instructional purposes and these 
should be furnished just like a textbook so that 
economically deprived children will not be deprived of 
essential instructional m aterials. Student fees for 
extra-curricular activities should not be paid bv the 
sch-H»; district, such as NHS dues, class and club fees 


ll Most high school students can earn 15 credits in 
three years, which is the usual college entrance re­ 
quirement. So. really the twelfth grade could be 
eliminated but students would be graduating about age 
17 We must be concerned with the labor m arket for 
those students who do not attend college as well as the 
m aturity level for these students and the ones who at­ 
tend college There has been discussion about a 14- 
grade system with the last two years in high school 
serving as the first two 
years of junior college 
program Not any of these changes are going to be 
made in the very near future with the cost of education 
skyrocketing as it has been 


12 Since I am in the field of education, this certainly 
will not be a problem for me I am in constant com­ 
munication with school adm inistrators over the state 
and I visit in several school systems each year. 
However. I should like to stress again that I will con­ 
stantly be studying the role of a school trustee as a 
member of the board and the best way to represent the 
people in our school district. I have stated previously 
that I believe the board to be a policy-making body and 
the board elects adm inistrators to implement the 
policies 


13 
Yes. I do favor the bilingual program because 
the state law requires school districts to institute a 
program for children of limited English-speaking 
ability in kindergarten, first grade, second grade, and 
in the third grade by 1976-77 school year 
Yes. I would favor expansion of the program to meet 
the needs of those children who have not progressed 
sufficiently to participate in the regular school 
curriculum provided the state will finance the extra 
costs of the program or another funding source 
becomes available other than local taxation

I F^ublic school financing has became public enemy 
number 2 Tire cost of Education just like everything 
else rises at a rate which the income of the general 
public cannot keep up with Locally 
people cannot afford to pay for the 
cost of education or the biggest part 
of it Financing of schools should 
come prim arily from the state 
government I realize this will give 
more government control in one 
form or another over our education 
for our children 
As for what percentage I really cannot say without 
looking at some figures on the m atter I strongly feel 
that Senior Citizens, however, with a fixed income 
should be given a tax exemption in some form on the 
local level Our present taxing system is grossly unfair 
to everyone, but more especially to these people who 
have no way of matching the tax increases which must 
and do come 
2 The vocational programs are a vital part of our 
educational system Young people must be prepared to 
take a job when they graduate Everyone is not college 
m aterial 
But we must mot let our vocational 
programs become a means of escape to “just get a 
diploma 
We must emphasise equally both vocational 
and academic programs There is a balance which 
must be maintained or we will our load ourselves to 
one side of the other There are some vital positions in 
dire need of young people which require an academic 
background Therefore we must not lower of standard 
of education to see that every young person will be 
able to get a job the minute he or she graduates from 
High School 
3 Racial balance of teachers is not the important 
question We place to much emphasis on this. W’hat is 
important is the quality of education our children 
receive If a teacher is qualified, no m atter what his or 
her color may be. they should be hired I believe that 
people, including the largest part of all minority 
groups, want the finest education possible for their 
children. As we educate all students as they should be 
then the racial balance will take care of its self. No 
teacher should be hired because of just his race, but on 
his qualification and what is able to deliver to the stu­ 
dent 
4 
As in all cases the relationship between ad­ 
m inistrators and teachers lacks one vital link. This is 
the link of communication Neither side adequate con­ 
verses with the other If a constant line of communica­ 
tion was kept open a lot of the problems that arise 
between both parties would be solved before they 
came to a head or even became a problem. A feeling of 
mutual respect is a must for both the administration 
and the teachers. The responsibility of the ad­ 
ministrators is primarily to convey the feelings and 
wants of the public to the teachers They must also see 
that the desires of the teachers are carried to the 
public 
Teachers must convey there their own ideas to the 
administration. 
5. The primary responsibility of the administration to 
the teacher professional organizations is to view them 
with an open mind Objectively looking at their causes. 
The school administration must realize that these 
organizations are trying to work for better of their 
profession which in able the teacher to cope with the 
dav to dav problems of teaching and keeping up with 
the standard of living as anyone else has to. 
6 Discipline is the one item I feel is very necessary 
for the educational prosess to take place. All discipline 
problems should be handled by the hired adm inistra­ 
tion until they become so serious that these people can­ 
not handle the situation. When a discipline problem 
has to be brought before the elected administration 
then it is time to stop and take a look at the school 
system as a whole. The primary- cause of serious dis­ 
cipline problems is due to a lack of respect for the ad­ 
ministration and the teachers. There has been a break 
down in communication between the parent, child, and 
the school itself. I will make but one comment on hair 
and dress codes. It is an over-used and abused subject 
which can be argued forever. 
7. In relation to the Title IX regulation I think every 
student should be given the opportunity to participate 
in any activity which he or she might so desire. I will 
be willing to due as much as possible to see that the 
female has as much an opportunity as the male. But 
not at the risk of having to burden the taxpayers with 
any additional cost. The athletic departments can be 
trimmed in some areas to make the opportunities 
available, but we must not sacrifice one program 
entirely just to see another take it’s place. 
8. Recreational/ life time sports certainly- should 
have place in the school system, but let’s face it they 
do not help the financial status of the a th le tic 
program much at all. With all the opportunities 
available to our youngsters outside their school ac­ 
tivities most of them are exposed to these type of 
sports from the time they can walk. I have always 
been in favor of athletics and most of my life I have 
been involved in them, but our children 'are going to 
school to get an education. We must hold our emphasis 
on all sports activities at a controlled level I do not 
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mean to kill the com petivness. but lets not begin to the 
think that the sport life is the only life their is. 
9 This is a touchy question because how can you 
determ ine what is the fair way to tax agricultural 
land production value or m arket value. To tax a man 
on the m arket value when he is struggling to m ake a 
living is highly unfair. Perhaps a system could be 
worked out to where the production value is used to tax 
agricultural land used as long as it is for agricultural 
on y. Then should this land be sold or developed the 
axes should be adjusted to the m arket value of the 


*u0l! 7 e ihis so,ution w°uld cause problem s. I 
will say that land in production should be taxed on its 
production value, mainly because the m argin of profit 
in most agricultural ventures a re now at a bare 
minimum to say the least. 
10. I say collect the fees. School system s have hard 
enough tim e m aking it anyway. Eventually the ruling 
is going to m ean higher taxes to the people or deleting 
something else from the school system . These fees 
w ill have to paid som ewhere down the line which H eel 
means an expanded budget for the school and m ore 
taxes for the people. I am hopeful the Attorney 
Generals nilling will be overruled in the near future' 
11. Are we going to cut the educational prosess short 
just to save money. There are recent facts and figures 
which say to young people’s standard of education is 
going down. In other words they graduate knowing less 
and less. The student is less prepared when he 
graduates. Elim ination of the tw elfth grade is not go­ 
ing to im prove the knowledge of our children. We are 
crowded for tim e to teach what m e m ust to say the 
least. We do not need to cut this tim e short. The best 
way to save money would be to rem ove som e of the 
l^ederal regulations we have to put up with in our 
school system s. 
12 If am elected as a m em ber of the school board I 
will read and study ever m ight be necessary for m e to 
try and become the most inform ed and knowledgable 
m em ber of the board. What ever it takes for m e to 
represent the people com petently I will do. I would 
want the people to feel they can be represented by m e 
with total confidence in my judgm ents. 
13. As tim e passes and our m odern word offers m ore 
opportunities, it becam e m ore and m ore valuable for a 
student to be bi lingual. I am not really fam iliar with 
the bi-lingual program s in school. I do believe a 
greater em phasis should be placed on bi-lingual educa­ 
tion. To be a success in our world today a student m ust 
have every asset he can acquire. Certainly it would be 
a greater advantage if we could expand our bi-lingual 
program s.

3 No I think the hiring of teachers should be based on 
iheir qualifications and ability to teach, regardless of 
race. 
4 I really don’t know what the current relationships 
are but I join a lot of others in feeling there is a lack of 
co m m u n icatio n som ew here (a d m in istra tio n — 


leachers — school board — public) 
I think the 
responsibility of the adm inistration to teachers is to 
allow them to work at their jobs to the best of their 
abilities, listen to any problem s that m ay come up and 
then assist in correcting them Our teachers are tor 
should be* dedicated to the profession and I think the 
responsibility to the adm inistration is to do the best job 
they can, report various problem s and then, with the 
adm inistration, work them out together The entire 
school system should have one purpose and that is 
providing the best educations possible for our students 
and this can only be done by working together 
5 I think the adm inistration should have a wholesome 
attitude toward teachers’ professional organizations I 
feel the professional rights of teachers should be 
protected and I would think there is a place for 
professional organizations in the school. 
8 I m ay be from the “old school.” but I feel that serious 
discipline problem s in school stem from serious 
discipline problem s at home. If we, as parents, teach 
our children to respect “ the voice of authority,” they 
usually stay in line. Of course I realize we do have 
discipline problem s and they m ust be dealt with as 
good discipline in our schools is im portant to all of us — 
especially the students. Teachers should be able to 
m aintain discipline with the assurance that they will be 
supported by the principal, superintendent and the 
board of trustees, if necessary. If it’s a serious 
problem , then I think the parents should certainly be 
contacted. 
7 At one tim e I think the hair and dress codes had an 
effect on discipline in the school, but after talking to 
some students, it does not seem to be such a “ big 
thing” now. 
8 Yes. W hatever I can to see that girls are given the 
opportunity to participate in the sports available to 
them. 


I’m not fam iliar with the recreational/ lifetim e 
sports offered, but they certainly have their place and I 
think students should be exposed to other sports 
through the physical education program s. 
9 I am strongly against taxing agriculture land on 
m arket sale value. With prices the farm ers and ra n ­ 
chers have to pay now for fertilizer, feed, seed, fuel and 
equipm ent to raise crops and livestock to furnish food 
for all, they need every break they can get. . . I don’t 
believe in biting the hand that feeds me. I would favor 
taxing land that has been purchased for the purpose of 
sub-divisions, or other land that is being sub-divided. 
10 I certainly want to abide by the law and as I un­ 
derstand it, right now there is no law that says the 
school cannot collect these fees — there has only been 
an opinion from the Attorney G eneral. As long as it is 
legal, I would go along with the collection of these fees. 
If it should become a law, I would certainly want to 
abide by the law. 
11 I am not in favor of elim inating the 12th grade. 
12 I am now enrolled in Austin Com munity College to 
further my education. I have taken courses in 
governm ent, history, psychology, sociology, business 
law, real estate, business m anagem ent and a num ber 
of other courses in law enforcem ent. I plan to continue 
for a while. If elected to the board, I will certainly w ant 
to read and study the Board’s M anual of Policies and 
read any and everything that concerns our schools. 
13 I am not too fam iliar with the bi-lingual program in 
our schools.

N es, city and county governm ents m ust work 
together on common problem s if we are to be effective 
in directing our m utual progress and growth. Good ex­ 
am ples of problem areas that we 
can work together on include fresh 
w ate r 
so u rc e s, 
public 
h ea lth , 
s a n ita ry w a ste d is p o s a l, an d 
em ergency disaster plans This can 
be accom plished by keeping the 
lines of co m m u n ic atio n s open 
between these two governm ental 
bodies and cooperating fully when 
the situation calls for action. 
2 Georgetown should continue to grow and prosper for 
the next decade as well, if not better, than it has for 
the past ten years. Our responsibility as good citizens 
is to try to direct this growth in insure that we always 
have as fine a com m unity to live in as we now have. 
while at the sam e tim e absorbing our growth in an 
orderly m anner Our city governm ent m ust grow in 
stature as the com m unity grows. and above all. we 
m ust keep city finances on a safe and sound basis 
designed to pay our way. 
3 I have many friends and acquaintances in all 
segm ents of our citizenship, and they know I am 
responsive to their opinions and feelings I strongly ad­ 
vocate public hearings on m atters of im portance 
where the people can express their feelings on current 
problems And, guests are alw ays encouraged to at­ 
tend council m eetings and to p articip a te 
The 
m em bers of the council act as listening posts and my 
experience has shown m ost councilm en not only want 
to hear from the citizens, but go out of their way to 
seek input so they can perform their duties in a more 
responsive m anner P riorities are established after 
obtaining all the inform ation available and then acting 
in a responsible m anner. 


4 As long as I have been interested in our city govern­ 
ment. Georgetown has had its own affirm ative action 
program s to the extent that we could afford them 
Georgetown’s adm inistrations have taken the in­ 
itiative and action on many program s in the past ten to 
fifteen years Taking the initiative on city problems 
and then taking affirm ative action are daily facts with 
our city governm ent and will continue to be so It has 
always been my policy to appoint women and minority 
individuals to group boards and com m issions when it 
is to the best interest of the com m unity and its citizens 
to do so. I have found these folks to be effective, 
dedicated and responsible m em bers and usually their 
input and participation has been m ost helpful and 
productive. 
5 At this tim e, the city budget to my knowledge, in­ 
cludes no financial provisions for funding day care 
facilities for working parents. Some such funding may 
be m ade available from State and Federal sources in 
the future and if so, we should plan to fully investigate 
such program s, explore the ram ifications, and make 
full use of them where practical. 
6 ro the best of my knowledge, the county has always 
handled juvenile probation services and I believe they 
have the responsibility to continue to do so. However, 
the city would be am iss not to be attentive to these 
type problem s, especially when the results or lack of 
results of such a program m ight effect the city itself 
This is clearly one of the situations referred to in the 
answer to question No. I wherein the lines of com ­ 
munication between the city and county sould rem ain 
open so that such problem s can alw ays be fully aired 
when the need to do so arises. 
7 
Good residential growth should alw ays be en­ 
couraged in Georgetown along with appropriate com ­ 
m ercial and industrial growth. I not only encourage 
the right kind of growth, but I have worked diligently 
to prom ote the kind of growth appropriate to our area. 
Let s have m ore responsible people moving into our 
area; let s encourage good, safe, sound and civic- 
minded com m ercial activities, but let s only en­ 
courage com m ercial activities on par with the kinds 
we already have here. We want sm all, light industry 
too. but we want it to com e in on our own term s and 
not just necessarily their term s. We w ant to avoid 
becoming an industrial city, but we can use sm all. 
clean industry to keep our grow ing population 
profitably em ployed and to provide other economic 
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benefits. But. under no circum stances do we need to 
offer tax incentives, utility concessions, free land, or 
in any other way try to get industry or business here by 
Irving to ‘buy’’ it to com e 
9 The new North Fork Gabriel Lake will probably not 
cause an acute growth problem for Georgetown, but 
citizens should be particularly concerned about its 
effect on the city 
This lake lies upstream from our 
town and over our w ater supply area Zoning for the 
lake area is a m ust and as the governm ents are now 
structured, the county is the only one that can control 
the area 
Georgetown will have to annex in some 
m anner to get effective jurisdiction and we m ay have 
to do that if the State or County does not act soon As 
far as zoning rn our present city lim its. I believe 
Georgetown has one of the most modern and up to date 
zoning ordinances in effect Trailer home and anim al 
ordinances are already in effect and they seem to work 
satisfactorily. 
9 I do not believe any of our housing supply is adequate 
including low, and highest income Construction is 
lagging behind dem and, which is certainly better than 
the other way around We are seeing m ore construc­ 
tion for low and m iddle income people and. except for 
delays in som e areas, their needs are being m et both in 
the private sector, through V A. and F H A. construc­ 
tion. and through F arm ers Home Adm inistration 
program s. Because we have no critical problem s in 
the housing area.

knowledge,

new construction.

building, the contractors, our financing inspectors. 
and our city inspectors a re doing a splendid job at this 
tim e As far as delapidated structures, I am sure there 
are probably some that do not m eet the requirem ents 
about which som ething should be done. This is a 
delicate area to operate in because m ost of this 
property is privately owned At this tim e. I see no need 
for extensive expansion of our building inspection se r­ 
vice except to m eet the increasing dem ands and to 
keep step with our anticipated growth patterns. 
11 I see no reason why reasonable green Belt re­ 
quirem ents would not be appropriate for our real es­ 
tate developm ents Our developers are usually happy 
to meet such a requirem ent and usually find it 
enhances sub-divisions. One thing m ust be kept in 
mind and that is that these green belt areas usually 
end up having to be m aintained by the City.

7 All growth should be and is being encouraged in our 
area as long as it is healthy for our citizens and the 
environment of Georgetown. If we can get industry 
which will not pollute our water and air, and will not 
destroy our beautiful streams, wildlife, or nature then I 
will encourage this type growth Otherwise. I will 
discourage it because I feel it would destroy the kind of 
community and area that we now have. We have never 
had to give a tax incentive to any industry or housing 
development and I strongly feel that Georgetown has 
so many other good qualities to offer that this is not 
necessary' 
8 No doubt there is going to be growing problems for 
Georgetown as our growth pattern has been indicating 
for the past few years The new lake will probably add 
to this. However, as far as the following; zoning 
regulations, sanitary landfills, mobile home parks, 
animal control and other related type controls and 
ordinance, there are all on the City of Georgetown 
books and are being regulated We have a very fine 
Planning and Zoning Commission and they will help us 
keep a close watch on all of these activities. 
9. Certainly our housing supply for low income 
citizens is not adequate. This is indicated by the long 
list of those waiting to live in the Georgetown Housing 
Authority Project. But, I will say that I feel that we are 
way ahead of many other communities because we are 
already using some $50,000.00 of Section 8 Housing 
monies from our participation in the 1975 Community 
Development FTogram to supplement rent payments 
for low income families. Also, we are not sitting back 
waiting because plans are being formulated for more 
Community Development funds to be channeled into 
remodeling, new constructions and more rent sup­ 
plement for the next 3 to 4 years by the use of Section 8 
Housing by our staff and our local housing director. 
IO. I do feel that city building codes are being 
adequately enforced in Georgetown for all types of 
construction. I also feel very strongly that all other city 
codes such as fire prevention, plumbing, housing, and 
electrical are being enforced by a very effective city 
code enforcem ent and inspection departm ent. 
Therefore, I am of the opinion that this service is being 
well carried out and does not need to be expanded. 
I definitely would not support going back to the 
original Green Belt requirement in subdivisions. 
There just wasn't any requirements of the developer to 
dedicate any land for parks and recreation. The sub­ 
divider was simply rebated monies each year from the 
city but didn t have to provide park areas within the 
development. Under the new plan, the rebate to 
developers was discontinued and the money that would 
have previously gone back to them now goes into a 
Permanent Park Fund So now when the community 
sees the need for a park, there will be the Park Fund to 
finance it. This the best program the City of 
Georgetown has ever had and I am definitely a sup­ 
porter of parks for our children. 
12. I don’t personally think that a city utility com­ 
mission is necessary. That is why we have a city 
council and looking over the years, they have done a 
good job of handling the city owned utilities. The 
natural gas is now regulated by the Railroad Com­ 
mission and beginning in September of this year the 
new State Utility Commission will control all telephone 
rates. I feel that the City Council is the best utility 
commission for the citizens of Georgetown. 
13. I can't speak for the other cities of Williamson 
County but I feel that the county should provide am ­ 
bulance service for the entire county. I might also add 
right here that I feel they are doing an outstanding job 
with it. Now my reasoning for this: the City of 
Georgetown provides many things for the county 
residents that many people might not be aware of. The 
City of Georgetown provides a Library (it is called the 
Georgetown Area Library), beautiful parks, baseball 
and softball fields, swimming pool and a well operated 
sanitary landfill which everyone is welcome to use. 
14 15 The downtown square area does not need to be 
neglected. We must make every effort to keep the 
downtown area alive. We work very closely with the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Georgetown Historical 
Commission to make Georgetown an even better place 
in which to trade and live. Parking is probably one of 
the greatest problems for the courthouse and down­ 
town merchants. We are working with the County 
Commissioners to develop a better and more uniform 
parking program for our downtown area. In answer to 
the two hour parking regulations (then-run-out-and- 
move-syndrome) a poll was taken approximately two 
years ago bv the Chamber of Commerce and it was the 
opinion of Georgetown citizens that since there was 
adequate parking very close to the downtown area, 
provided by the City of Georgetown and some local 
businesses, this was by far the best answer to our 
parking problem. If you will recall, the other options 
available were going back to parking m eters, one hour 
parking, no controls at all. or the present two hour 
parking. We would be open minded to any better solu­ 
tion that any citizens would have.

We already have this in effect on several of 
the commissions, however, I would like to see more 
done in this area. 
5 The city has and will continue to cooperate in this 
area.

I have been a Com­ 
missioner of the Georgetown Housing Authority for six 
years and am quite familiar with the problems and 
headaches. Yes, we need more homes from whatever 
source we can get them. 
10 There is always room for improvement, but general­ 
ly the city has been doing a good job. 
11 I don’t have enough information in front of me to 
answer this. 
12 I would first have to know just what the Com­ 
mission’s duties and responsibilities are. 
13 Again I say that city people are county tax payers on 
the same basis as rural people. The cost is already 
equally divided amoung all people. 
14 This is the business peoples responsibility. To 
stimulate business activity I would tell our Chamber of 
Commerce to get busy. 
15 I don’t know at this time if more facilities are 
available. If I owned a business on the square, I for one 
would not park on the square, and neither would I 
allow my employees to park there.

1 Yes.. Residents within the city as well as city func­ 
tions such as law enforcement, etc. 
are definitely a part of our county 
government and operations. There 
has been cooperation in the past and 
is at the present.

2 Georgetown has witnessed a rather large growth in 
population, residential developments, and business 
enterprises during the past five years.

3 The best feedback concerning Georgetown com­ 
munity affairs comes from the citizens themselves. 
Since I have a broad base and background as well as 
experience in the business profession I feel that I could 
gather feedback information from all segments of the 
Georgetown community irregardless of race, sex.

Property 
valuations have doubled in the last five years, but if 
there is a proven need for additional funds, there 
would be no alternative but to increase County taxes 
Planning for future expenditures needs to be done now.

7 
I agree basically with the intent of Statute No. 2368- 
A, Section 2. This was to limit the power of Com­ 
missioners in making contracts or expenditures over 
$3,000 without the necessity of taking competitive bids. 
The basic intent of this statute was to limit the buying 
powers of the Commissioners rather than to grant un­ 
restricted buying powers up to $3,000. I believe as a 
matter of practice, the Commissioners Court could es­ 
tablish a local policy whereby any expenditure of more 
than $500 would be based on competitive bidding. This 
would be a good policy for Williamson County, but 
each County should have the flexibility the Statute in­ 
tended in determining a justifiable level at which you 
begin to accept competitive bids 
8 
Completion of dams on the San Gabriel will have 
dramatic impact on the growth of Williamson County. I 
understand that the Commissioners Court presently is 
without statutory authority to enact zoning ordinances. 
However, if the Legislature enacted a statute whereby 
the County could zone, I believe such legislation would 
benefit Williamson County, which is experieicing 
rapid, continued growth. 
If Commissioners had 
statutory authority to zone and availed themselves of 
professional advice regarding community planning, 
the quality of life in Williamson County would be 
enhanced. However, while many benefits can be 
derived from it, because it potentially affects the 
growth patterns for an area, the possibility exists that 
Commissioners would be under tremendous economic 
pressure concerning zoning decisions. I have ap­ 
prehensions as well as hopes for County zoning, 
currently a moot issue. 


9 
I believe that the continued growth of the County will 
make a County sanitary land-fill necessary at some 
point in the future. I believe that careful consideration 
needs to be given in terms of the cost of such a land-fill 
and its overhead maintenance requirements. Hopeful­ 
ly, if a land-fill is necessary, it could be done in con­ 
junction with several of the cities in the area which 
will be its primary users, although every resident of 
the County should have access to its use. 
10 I believe that a complete study would have to be 
done to determine the environmental impact of a land­ 
fill, as well as the economic cost involved. I would cer­ 
tainly not favor placing a land-fill in an area where it 
could potentially affect the water supply of a great 
number of people. 
11 I have no personal knowledge of what the Texas 
Water Quality Board’s recommendations to W illiam ­ 
son County are. However, if its recommendation were 
that Williamson County adopt stringent protection 
measures for the recharge zone of the Edwards 
Aquafer, I would certainly feel compelled to attempt 
to protect the area through the regulatory powers of 
the Commissioners Court. Likewise, I would certainly 
advocate enforcem ent of any regulations or 
ordinances that the Commissioners Court should 
adopt. 
12 Before I could express a definite opinion on the re­ 
evaluation of septic tank laws, etc., I would have to 
know more concerning the Edwards Aquafer and the 
area of Williamson County which acts as a recharge 
zone for that Aquafer. Once again, if an area in 
Williamson County is a recharge zone for a major 
Aquafer, such as the Edwards Aquafer, I feel that 
whatever measures necessary to protect the water 
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During the past 8 years as Representative of District 36 and District 27 the I 
following have been provided for the people: 


supply of the area should be taken 
13 I feel that a formal job description should be es­ 
tablished for the ambulance attendants and that a pay 
scale should be set for such job description Six Hun­ 
dred Forty Dollars ($640 OO) per month for 252 hours 
seems to be a rather low pay scale, however. I would 
be forced to look at the entire budget for the County 
after each job classification was established and pay 
scale set It is important that the County establish a 
workable budget and maintain its expenditures within 
that budget 
14 Whether or not cities in Williamson County should 
shoulder more of the financial burden of operating the 
County ambulance service is a difficult question. The 
cities, like the County, operate under stringent budget 
requirements The ambulance service is one of the 
most important services a community can provide; I 
feel that it is incumbent upon the cities, if the County 
does not have the financial capabilities of providing a 
complete service to work with the County in seeing 
that services are provided to the entire County. This is 
definitely an area where cooperation 
is needed 
between city and County officials. The revenues and 
budgets of all concerned should be closely examined to 
determine what each is capable of contributing. 
15 I do support an expanded County juvenile probation 
service. Present facilities available to the Juvenile 
Court are totally inadequate for dealing with juveniles 
in Williamson County. Williamson County is growing 
as is its crime rate. It is a fact of life that a good deal 
of the crime committed is committed by juvenile 
offenders. Child offenders should not be subjected to 
same criminal procedures as an adult, tut that they 
should have available special facilities and counseling 
services to deal with them. Currently there is no 
juvenile probation officer for Williamson County. I 
definitely believe Williamson County needs a juvenile 
probation officer, and that these probation services 
should be paid primarily by the County and that the 
County should not look to its cities for contribution.

2 I feel that affirmative action programs should apply 
to county government just as it does to private 
business. I believe the county sould hire individuals 
based on qualifications, past performance, etc. without 
regard to race, sex or other personal data not pertinent 
to job qualifications. The county should set an example 
in non prejudicial hiring practices. 
3 I think revenue sharing funds should be applied to 
projects over and above budgeted items. These funds 
should not be used for projects and items of a recurring 
and necessary nature. There is no guarantee that these 
funds will continue to be available year to year. These 
funds could be used for extra road maintenance and 
construction, special one time projects (physical 
facilities, special studies,) recreational facilities, etc.

8 County growth due to the effect of the new lakes will 
be dramatic This growth will be somewhat different 
than the type of growth experienced by the county to 
date. I feel the county is responsible for protecting and 
promoting the quality of life for its residents. This 
effort should not be to the detriment of planned, steady, 
desirable growth. 
The county should take 
the 
lead in desirable, but not unduly restrictive zoning 
measures for these areas and should provide the 
leadership for proper disposal of solid and liquid 
wastes. It is the county’s responsibility to find viable 
alternatives to septic systems, etc. before such 
systems are regulated away if such is necessary. 
9 I would favor a study to ascertain the need, location 
and operation of a county landfill. Much care will have 
to be given to choosing a site for such a landfill, 
because of the potential for pollution of our water 
supply. 
10 I would not rule out any area tor a county landfill but 
I would want such a location to meet the requirements 
of such regulating agencies as are applicable and be 
assured such landfill would not pollute our area. 
11 I believe the county should adopt regulations to 
protect the area from pollution. With the dramatic 
growth the county is experiencing currently, measures 
will have to be adopted to protect our area. The county 
is fast becoming a suburban type area as evidenced by 
the new subdivisions which have appeared especially 
in the western part of the county. This growth will have 
to be regulated to some extent, but not discouraged to 
any extent. This will be a very difficult problem which 
will require much thought and planning to solve. 
12 Septic tank reulations should be re-evaluated 
especially in the western part of the county. Several 
avenues are currently available, but one of these is not 
the outlawing of septic tanks such as has occurred to 
the south of Williamson County. It is the county’s 
responsibility to find alternatives to solve the septic 
tank problem. Installation regulations on current 
septic tanks may need to be reconsidered as well as 
research into self-contained sewage treatm ent 
facilities. 
13 I believe that the base salary of county ambulance 
service is fair at this time. Some adjustments might be 
appropriate based on activity of each employee 
and/ or unit and station. It is the responsibility of the 
county commissioners to operate county government 
in the most efficient manner possible. Before in­ 
creasing the cost of the ambulance service is 
discussed, the increase of the revenues and reduction 
of the deficit needs to be accomplished. 
14 I think the cities should shoulder more of the 
financial burden of operating the ambulance service. 
The $100,000 deficit the county is expected to incur this 
year on the ambulance service is too much. Most of the 
county residents are also city residents, therefore, the 
cities should be willing to finance a portion of the cost 
based upon the usage of each. 
15 I think the county juvenile probation services could 
be expanded within the framework of available funds. I 
think the cities and counties could work together to 
provide adequate services in this area. Again, I feel the 
cities should be willing to help the county with certain 
funds based on usage of such services.
